WILL BE OBTAINED 


Contract to Obtain Twenty or More 


Cane Will Come Up at Council 


Meeting Tomorrow. 


A contract whereby the city is to 
have twenty or more refuse cans, to 
b« placed in the business district, will 
be considered at the meeting of the 
city council scheduled to be held Fri- 
day afternoon. T. W. Davies, a repre- 
sentative of a company, who have been 
placing these waste cans in western 
cities, was in Janesville this morning 
and conferred with the commissioners, 
to be signed at 


of the proposed 
agreement, the cans are to be placed 
in this city at points designated by the 
city officials. 
The company will take 
care of the cans, and clean them daily 
or as often ns is necessary in the opin- 
ion of the superintendent of streets, 
or is ordered by the board of public 
work?. 


The company derives its revenue 
from advertisements on the cans and 
from the sale of waste paper, which at 
the present time is in a very heavy 
demand. The refuse cans that were 
given to the city by the Civic league 
will be left in their present places or 
moved, so that with the new cans, the 
city will be well equipped with them. 
It was brought out this morning that 
the cans must, be placed at points so 
as not to interfere with the ornamental 
lighting system, work on which will be 
started as soon as the first shipments 
of posts are received. The cans will 
be painted to conform with those" do- 
nated by the Civic league. 
"One would be surprised at the help 
that these cans are in keeping the 
streets

and further education--on their use, 
cleaner streets will be- the result.'"

Changing Many Lights in Resident 


District Under the New. 


System. 


Changes are now being made in the 
lighting system of Janesville, street 
lights being installed 
and 
replaced 
this week m 
the second and third 
wards. 
Under the new plans it is 
planned to have 449 one hundred can- 
ple-power incandescent lights, six 250 
candle-power and eight 450 candle- 
power lights, besides tne one hundred 
and thirty lights in the ornamental 
system. 
The 450 candle-power lights 
are used at the railroad crossings. 
In many places it will be necessary 
to have trees trimmed to make the 
lights fully effective in the residence 
district. 
Mayor James 
A. Fathers 
this morning aKplained that the secret 
of successful street lighting hinged on 
the number of trees and branches and 
that a great deal of tree trimming 
would 
be necessary. 
Lights 
have 
been, or will be, placed at nearly ev- 
ery street intersection and at inter- 
mediate 
points where needed. The 


250 candle-power lights are installed 
at points where there is a hazardous 
crossing or there is a long stretch. 
"We are ready to start work on 
installing the new down town lights 
as soon 
as 
the 
standards are re- 
ceived," said Mayor Fathers. 
There 
are a number 'of telephone poles which 
will have to be taken down from the 
upper end of West Milwaukee street. 
Unless the Wisconsin company goes 
around the block, a conduit will be 
necessary in which to lay the wires 
underground. The ordinance passed 
by the council requires that tha poles 
be off the main streets by May 1st, 
and Mayor Fathers stated that the or- 
dinance would be strictly enforced.

San Juan, Porto Rico, March 23.-- 
Sugar valued at $10.000,000 is bein.j 
marketed by Porto Rico this mon'h. 
Every ship to the United States is car- 
rying capacity loads. The month's de- 
liveries present 
probably not more 
than 20 per cent of the value of the 
sugar produced this season. Most of 
the sugar is being1 sold on a rising 
market at prices considerably above 
?5 per hundred pounds. 
Never before in the history of the 
island have the sugar men had such a 
large crop nor prospects of such uni- 
form high prices. The island's produc- 
tion, '-i is estimated, will be in ihe 
neig-hborhood of 380,000 tons, an in- 
crease of approximately 75,000 tons 
over last year. And under present 
market conditions it is expected that 
the whole crop will be sold at an aver- 
ase nf five cents per pound, or better. 
Large sales this week were reported 
at S5.22 San Juan, equal to $5.40 New 
York. 
Labor troubles which developed at 
the beginning of the cane harvest in 
January have practical!!' all subsided 
and the grinding season is now at its 
height. At but one point in the island, 
Arecibo, are there any labor troubles 
*t present, and these are expected to 
be spctled at any moment. 
In practically 
every 
instance the 
laborer? have received an increase ::n 
wage? and shorter hours of labor. For 
the first time in the history ot the 
sugar industry the sugar planters have 
granted the field laborer an eight hour 
day. One of the largest mills in the 
island, the Fajardo 
Sugar Company 
signed a contract with its laborers pro- 
viding for a minimum wage of 75 cents 
a day on a nine-hour basis. This same 
comoany has also placed all of its em- 
ployes in the sugar mill proper on a 
wag« based on the price of sugar. Al- 
ready they have received bonuses as 
high as thirty percent in addition to 
their salary. 
The cause of the strikes during the 
present crop, according to the bureau 
of labor of the insular government, 
which has just issued a report on it. 
was due to the fact that at the end of 
the last grinding season the emplovers 
reduced wages to the same scale in 
force betore the 1915 strike and the 
laborers were 
again 
compelled 
to 
strike to regain their former increases. 
Tnis report indicates that the wages 
paid the sugar laborers are not at all 
in proportion with the present pros- 
perity of the sugar men.

ORPHAN BABE FOUND 


IN BATTLE TRENCHES 


[BY ASSOCIATED PHESS.] 


Washington, March 23.—The gov- 
ernment's oldest scientific bureau— 
the Coast and Geodetic 6urvey—will 
celebrate April B and 6, the 100th an- 
niversary pf the beginning of. its field 
work. President Wilson, cabinet min- 
istere and the country's most eminent 
scientists will make addresses. A 
practical 
exhibition of the survey's 
work will be a leading feature. 


The? survey was established 
by 
Thomas Jefferson in 1811 and a noted 
Swiss scientist, F. R. Hassler, was its 
first superintendent. 
Hassler was 
driven from his native cpuntry by the 
•Swiss revolution and for a time after 
his arrival in the new republic was 
professor of mathematics 
at West 
Point. The story of his life was one 
of untiring quest for knowledge and 
indefatigable labors in its application. 
When twenty-one years of age, in co- 
operation with Tralles, one of the first 
mathematicians of the day, he began 
a geodetic survey of Switzerland, bear- 
ing the expense of the survey by him- 
self at first until his work was recog- 
nized by the Helvetic government.

FRENCH POLITICIANS MAY 


FIND WAR RECORD A FACTOR 


[BY ASSOCIATED FRESS.] 


Paris, March 23.—French politicians 
are already much interested in the 
question whether it will be necessary 
for candidates for public office after 
the re-estalishment of peace, to have 
a war record. Some members of cham- 
ber of deputies who have stuck to the 
Falaio Bourbon instead of Joining tho 
army, have shown irritation at the 
publicity given to exploits of their col- 
leaaues, some of whom have been kill- 
ed and others like Monsier Maglnot, 
former assistant secretary of war, 
have been repeatedly cited in the or- 
ders of the day. 
One deputy who recentl-y returned 
to Paris on leave of absence said he 
had found that presence at the front 
was tar better than an electoral cam- 
paign for his political interests as well 
as for the salvation of the 
country. 
"Besides," he said, "it is for the can- 
non to do the speaking now." 
One socialist deputy, interrupting 
an orator who was recalling the ex- 
ploits of one of their colleagues at the 
front, declared: "It. is not his plac«; 
his place is here." This opinion seeais 
to be shared by a. considerable major- 
ity of the parliament but not alto- 
gether by the public.

Trenches, a bright, blue-eyed, flaxen-, 
haired baby .sirl of four, today at Bed-1 
ford, Eng., is the principal figure in 
perhaps the most romantic little story 
of tho big war. 
Phyllis is the adopted pride and joy 


of th.c Bedfordshire regiment. Her 
given name was derived from one Pri- 
vate Phillip Impey, who picked her 
out of a ditch in an isolated and unro- 
mantic part of northern France while 
the Bedfordshires were marching by. 
"Trenches" is the 
only appropriate 
surname, for Phyllis because Phyllis 
lived with her soldier foster parents 
in a cold and clammy trench on the 
firing line for eight long days. 
When and 
how this 
four-year-old 
happened to te in a ditch, wet aucl 
weak from cold, as Private Impey's 
company was passing toward the first 
line trenches, probably never will be 
explained. It was 
Impey, 
however, 
who stepped out of line to gather the 
child up in- his arms. Impey was told 
by an officer a moment later that he 
would either have to leave the little 
girl or take her 
along. So Phyllis 
•went to the trenches. Within three 
days she recovered from exposure and 
was the pet 6f the company, both offi- 
cers «rid men. Infant clothing had ap- 
peared, seemingly from nowhere, but 
thero was suspicious 
evidence *hat. 
more- than one khaki uniform h-id lost I 
its phape in favor of the Daughter of I 
the Rejiment. The best and safest 
dugout and the softest trench bed wern 
Phyllis' and there wasn't a soldier 
who wouldn't have cut off a leg to 
rriako her happy. 
The German trenches were 130 
yards away. One i'.ay 
PhylMs was 
missing. 
Shouts 'from 
the enemy 
trendies helped to find her. She was 
bodh* toddling in "No Man's Land" ';c- 
ward the German lines. The Germans 
were beckoning her on. A hundred 
Bedfordshires were ready in an instant 
to risk their lives for Phyllis. Two, 
who were quicker than the rest, ran 
forward and eot her and not a shot 
was tired. After that Phyllis ventured 
over the parapet several times, No 
German offered to harm her and there 
was an understood truce when the 
child appeared. Eight days of trench 
duty for the, Bedfcrdshires finally- end- 
ed. Phillip Impey died from a bullet 
wound on the seventh day and the 
company quartermaster sergeant glad- 
ly became father to Phyllis. She was 
taken back to billet life and never al- 
lowed in the trenches again. She was 
placed in charge of a company store- 
man who had children of his own. He 
took treat pride in fathering PhylMs 
while the company did duty on the fir- 
ing line. Six months- later the com- 
pany quartermaster 
sergeant 
was 
wounded and sent back to a. hospital 
in Ecgland. Phyllis went along. ShR 
was soon the pet of the patients and 
nurses and it w.as a sad day in that 
hospital when Phyllis and her fostnr 
father were sent to Bedford, the for- 
mer to find a home and the latter to 
convalescence. Phyllis Trenches has 
a real home today and a real fostrr 
mother. She is still, however, the 
child of the Bedfordshires, who have 
pledged themselves to see that she 
wants nothing throughout the remain- 
der of her- eventful young life.

ARTIFICtAL SILK MADE 


FROM WOOD BEING USED 


[snctAL TO TUB GAZETTE] 


Madison, WIB., March. 23.—The use 
of artificial silk made directly 
from 


wood is increasing rapidly and the 
forest products laboratory, maintained 
by the United States government in 
this fvity, is conducting an extensive 
investigation of the artificial ailk prob- 
lem as s. possibility for utlizing vfood 
waste. It has on hand a variety of 
articles made from this material. 
Originally artificial.silk made from 
wood was used principally in the :mak- 
ingi of braids and trimmings, but re- 
cently the manufacture of hose from 
the product has become of vast im- 
portance according to experts at the 
laboratory. 
It is also used in linings, tapestries, 
neckties, ribbons, sweater coats and 
woven goods of all kinds. About 5,600,- 
500 pounds are being u&ed each year 
in this country. 


There are several methods for mau- 
ufacture of artificial silk but that from 
wood, pulp is usually made by treating 
the inilp with caustic lye, after which 
It is dissolved in carbon 
dlsuiphlde. 
This is then diluted with more caustic 
lye to form a viscose, which is allow- 
ed to age for some time. It is then

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Keep Your Garden Soil Busy All Season 


Where two or three crops are grown, 
a space 25x70 feet 
will produce 
enough vegetables for a small fam- 
ily. 
- . 


Even the smallest back yard may 
be made to yiold a supply of fresh 
vegetables for the family table at but 
plight expense if two or three crops 
are successively grown to keep the 
area occruptod .-ill the time, according 
to the garden specialism of tho United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
People who would discharge a clerk 
if he did not work the year around 
-will often cultivate a garden at no 
little trouble and expense and then 
allow the soil to lie idle from the 
11 mo t.ho first crop matures until the 
eud of the. season, 
"\\~here a two or 
three crop system is used in connec- 
lion with vegetables adapted t.o small 
areas, a space no larger than 25x70 
feet will produce enough fresh vege- 
tables 
for 
a .small family. 
Corn, 
melons, cucumbers and potatoes and 
other crops which require a large 
area should not be grown in.a garden 
of this size. 
Half an acre properly 
cultivated with a careful crop rota- 
tion may easily produce $100 worth of 
various garden crops in a year. 


When to Work Soil. 


If she garden was not broken in the 


fail it. should be plowed in the spring 
as soon as the frost is out. of the 
grmiml. (Small areas may be worked 
with a spade, pushing the blade, in to 
its full depth and turning the soil to 
break 
up the 
clods. Heavy soils 
should never be worked when wet. 
Overzealous gardeners, ready to seize 
the first warm spell as a favorable op- 
portunity to go out and work the heavy 
frlay soil before it is dry. are not only. 
wa.iting (heir energy, hut are doing a 
damage to the soil from which it will 
take years for it to recover. -To de- 
termine when heavy soils are ready 
for plowing a handful of earth should 
be collected from the surfac" and the 
fingers tightly closed on it. If the ball 
of compacted earth is dry enough for 
cultivation it will fall apart when the 
hand is opened. 
A garden spot near the 
house is 


often more desirable than a plot which 
is in better tilth but located at an in- 
convenient distance. A garden which 


I is near the house will receive many 
a spare hour of care from adults and 
children which would otherwise be 
wasted. 
\Vften there is ample room 
for the selection of a garden site, the 
slope of the land should be carefully 
considered. A gentle slope towards 
the south is most desirable for grow- 
ing early crops, while it is a decided 
advantage to have the plot protected 
on the north and northwest by either 
a hill, group of buildings, or a board 
fence. 
Drainage of the garden is of great 
importance. 
The land should have 
sufficient fall to drain off surplus wa- 
ter during heavy rains and yet. not so 
steep that the soil will be washed or 
.gullied. The surface should be nearly 
i level so the water will nor. stand an 
hollows. 
AVhere the natural slope of 
the land does not provide sufficient 
natural drainage, ditches may be -dug 
or a tile drain put in. 
This will prevent waste water from 
the adjoining land from washing over 
it. Such water may carry weed and 
grass'seed into the garden, which are 
later culled out with difficulty: 


How to Fertilize. 
The soil in the average back yard 
is not only lacking in plant food but 


I also has been packed until It is hard 
and unyielding.

j produce requires that careful atten- 
tion be given to its preparation. After 
spading the inclosure throuoghly, the 
upper three inches should be made 
fine with the use of hoe and rake.

The surface 
i should 'be made even and as level aa 
possible. It may then be marked off 
for planting in conformity with the 
general plan of the garden. 
Barnyard or stable manure is the 
best fertilizer 
because it furnishes 
| both plant food and humus. An ap- 
' plication at the rate of from twenty 
to thirty tons to the acre of well rotted 
manure is very 
satisfactory. 
This 
should be applied 
after 
plowing or 
working with a spade, and distributed 
evenly over 
the 
surface and later 
worked in ^yith a hoe and rake. Cm 
many soils it is advisable to 
apply 
commercial fertilizer, especially phos- 
phate, in addition to the manure. An 


I application of 300 to GOO pounds o£ 
acid phosphate to the acre is usually 
sufficient. 
If 
additional potash 
is 
needed, which is often the case with 
sandy soils, this may be economically 
supplied in the form of wood ashes. 
If the wood ashes are unleached they 
should be distributed over the garden, 
using 1,000 pounds to the acre. If they
